analysis  and  at  the  end  of  the  three-month  period. 


On  January  20,  201 1 ,  the  Planning  Commission  set  forth  conditions  at  the 
Discretionary  Review  Hearing  to  address  noise  issues.  Those  conditions  include 
closing  the  outdoor  patio  by  10:00p.m.,  keeping  the  doors  closed  if  the  patio  is 
not  occupied;  keeping  two  of  the  five  panel  doors  closed  when  patrons  are 
seated  on  the  patio,  limiting  the  seating  to  12  people.  Installing  a  canvas  awning 
to  dampen  the  sound  and  other  conditions. 

If  any  of  these  conditions  are  not  being  met  or  the  property  is  in  violation  of  the 
City's  Noise  Ordinance  when  the  agency  is  conducting  the  noise  test,  that  should 
also  be  noted  in  the  report  back  to  my  office.
